To  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  State  Board  of  Examiners: 


Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  re- 
port   of  the  Montana  State  "Industrial 
School,    Miles    «Jity,  Montana,  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1925. 
POPULATION 

The  population  at  this  time  is  119,  be- 
ing thirty»one  higher  than  a  year  ago. 

The  average  population  for  the  year 
wasllG,  and  during  the  past  four  months 
reached  the  highest  point  in  the  history 
of  the  School,  there  being  140  boys  on 
roll  for  a  short  time. 

Seventy-five  new  boys  were  admitted 
during  the  year,  and  fourteen  were  re- 
turned for  violation  of  parole.  Sixty- 
two  boys  were  paroled  during  the  year, 
including  several  of  the  younger  boys 
who  have  been  released  on  temporary 
parole  and  who  will  return  in  the  Fall 
to  attend  school. 

The  average  length  of  stay  in  the 
School   for  those  paroled  for  the  first 


time  was  one  ye'ir,  five  months  and 
twenty  days  The  average  age  of  those 
committed  the  past  year  was  a  trifle  less 
than  fourteen  years. 

DISCIPLINE 

The  discipline  of  the  School  as  a  whole 
hab  been  gcod.  There  were  but  six 
escapes  during  the  year  where  boys 
were  gone  over  night.  Two  of  these 
were  not  returned,  one  being  now  under 
arrest  in  Idaho,  and  if  not  convicted 
there  v  ill  be  returned  here;  and  the 
other  we  think  has  been  removed  to 
another  State  by  his  parents. 

Discipline  is  maintained  almost  entire- 
ly by  forfeiture  of  merits  or  loss  of  priv- 
ileges. At  the  holiday  time,  fourteen 
boys  were  allowed  to  go  home  for  a 
week  and  visit  their  relatives,  all  re- 
turning when  told  to.  This  privilege 
is  eagerly  worked  for  a  jd  appreciated 
by  the  boys  and  their  folks. 
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HEALTH 

A  report  of  the  attending  physicians 
is  attached  hereto.  There  has  been  very 
little  sickness,  no  serious  cases  and  no 
deaths. 

In  addition  to  the  removal  of  diseas- 
ed tonsils  and  adnoids,  circumcisions 
and  other  minor  operations  and  the  cor 
rection  of  defective  visions,  twice  each 
Year  each  boy  is  gode  over  by  the  den- 
tist and  his  teeth  put  in  yood  condition. 
All  boys  are  co  ;  pelled  tu  brush  their 
teeth  each  day,  brushes  and  dental  soap 
being  furnished  by  the  School. 

The  new  I'ospilal  has  been  occupied 
since  the  first  cf  April,  all  minor  opera- 
tions being  performed  here  and  suspi- 
cious cases  of  contagion  being  isolated 
without  endangering  other  boys. 
SCHOOLS,  SHOPS,  ETC. 

The  heads  of  each  of  these  depart- 
ments have  made  reports  of  the  work 
accomplished,  and  same  are  attached 
hereto. 

Twenty-one  eighth  grade  boys  took 
the  State  Examinations  iu  May  and  sev- 
enteen passed  successfully.  Kive  boys 
attended  high  school  at  the  Uuster  Coun- 
ty High  School  and  completed  the  year's 
work  with  credit. 

The  Shoe  Shop,  Tailor  Shop  and  Print 
Shop  were  moved  into  their  new  quar- 
ters the  latter  part  of  February.  A  new 
department,  the  Auto  Mechanic  Shop, 
has  been  added,  which  we  hope  will  be 
of  great  benefit  to  a  few  bov.s  each  year. 


FARM  AND  GARDEN 
I  wish  to  call  youi-  attention  to  the  re- 
port of  Farm  and  Garden  Produce  rais- 
ed the  past  year.  At  reasonable  market 
values  we  raised  a  total  of  $23,340.27 
worth  of  produce;  deducting  that  which 
was  fed  to  the  stook  and  poultry,  there 
was  a  balance  of  $17,408.52  worth  con- 
sutaed  by  the  boys.  All  this  came  from 
a  farm  of  but  283  acres  of  irrigable  land. 
Only  about  2000pcuudfcof  moat  were 
purchased  during  the  year,  the  balance 
being  provided  by  the  farm. 

Crops  and  gardens  are  looking  go.d 
this  year,  and  there  should  be  a  suffi- 
cient supply  for  our  own  use. 
IMPROVEMENTS 
The  new  buildings.  Kitchen,  Hospital 
and  Industrial  Building,  eIso  the  Water 
Tank,  started  last  year,  have  been  com- 
pleted and  are  now  in  use.  The  build- 
ings are  modern  in  every  respect  and 
are  a  credit  to  the  State.  Some  more 
new  equipment  will  be  necessary  and 
will  be  installed  this  year. 

Sidewalks  leading  to  and  around  the 
new  buildings  have  been  laid  by  the 
boys,  as  were  also  all  steam  and  water 
connections  and  about  three  hundred 
feet  of  water  main  and  nearly  a  thou- 
sand feet  of  sewer  pipe 

Ti.e  report  of  the  carpenter  shop  fore- 
man covers  minor  improvements  made. 
An  allowance  of  $50,000  for  a  new  heat- 
ing plant  and  $1,500  .*'or  other  minor 
improvements   was  made  by  the  Board 
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at  the  meeting  in  May.  Plans  for  this 
worl<  art.'  being  gotten  out  at  this  time, 
with  the  hope  of  completinu;  same  be- 
fore wit}ter. 

OFFICERS 
Th.?  rost.r  of  officers  with  salaries 
paid  is  submitted  herewith  While  some 
salaries  h^ve  been  increased,  it  has  been 
done  without  any  increase  of  the  aggre- 
gate.

Medical  Report 

We  submit  herfiwith  the  annual  re- 
port as  physicians  for  the  Industrial 
School  for  the  period  July  1,  1924  to 
June  30,  1925, 

Durincf  this  peroid  v/e  have  hospita- 
lize<t  at  the  Sislera'  Hospital  four  cases 
of  appendicitis  and  one  oase  for  the  re- 
moval of  a  silver  plate  from  the  leg  of 
one  of  the  boys. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Hospital 
at  the  School,  we  have  done  twenty-two 
tonsillectomies  end  fourteen  circumci- 
sions. 

We    feel    that    the    completion    and 
equiping  of  the  Hospital  was  a  step  for- 
ward and  are  very   glad  to  see  the  com 
pletion  of  this  improvement,  which  has 
been  recommended  so  often. 

The  general  henlth  of  the  School  and 
aiso  the  nanitary  conditions  have  beeu 
good  indeed,  and  we  have  no  further 
recommendations  to  make  along  these 
lines.

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School 

The  past  j'.*ar  in  our  School  grades 
has  been  very  successful.  During  the 
school  year,  al!  of  our  boys  who  have 
not  completed  as  high  as  the  eighth 
(Trade  work  are  sen;  to  school.  They 
attend  classes  half  of  each  day  (except 
Saturday  anu  Sunday)  for  eight  months, 
and  work  at  their  rest:tclive  trade 
occupations  fhe  other  half  of  each  day. 
The  State  Ccurse  of  Study  is  very  dcsely 
followed,  and  was  completed  by  all 
classes  this  year  in  spite  of  some  inter- 
ruptions due   to   sicKUess   ot   officers. 

Seventeen  out  of  twenty-one  eijihih 
yrade  boys  passed  the  Stite  Examina- 
tions ai.d  received  diplomas  eniiliiDU 
them  to  enter  High  School.  Ot  the  tour 
who  failed  to  ^et  diplomas,  two  missed 
only  one  subject  each,  and  the  other 
two,  three  subjects  each.  Twenty-two 
boys  passed  the  seventh  grade  exami- 
nations and  were  promoted  to  the 
eighth  grade,  one  failing.  C'f  -ifty- 
seven  boys  enrclled  in  grades  lower 
than  the  seventh,  only  five  faiieu  to 
be  promoted. 

We  have  had  about  thirty  five  boys  at 
the  institution  during  the  past  year  wlio 
did  not  attend  school  at  all,  they  being 
eligible  for  high  school  and  we  having 
no  facilities  for  teaching  high  school 
subjects.  InesR  boys  spent  their  entire 
day  at  their  respective  trade  occupa- 
tions, We  had  five  paroled  boys  attend- 
ing the  High  School  in  town  and  living 
here  at  the  Institution,  all  of  whom  pas- 
sed all  subjects  with  high  honors. 

The  boys  have    recreation     periods

from  12:00  A.  M.  to  1:00  P.  M.  and  from 
6:00  P.  M.  to  8:00  P.  M.  each  day,  and 
all  of  Saturday  afternoons,  and  all  of 
Sundays  except  the  time  that  is  devoted 
to  Sunday  School  classes  and  Chai..el 
Services.  The  recreation  periods  are 
spent  on  the  play-grounds  when  the 
weather  permits,  and  in  the  company 
reading  rooms  or  in  the  gymnasium 
when  the  weather  is  stormy  or  cold. 
The  School  has  many  fine  reference 
books  and  a  good  library  which  the 
boys  make  use  of  in  their  leisure  hours. 
The  gymnasium  furnishes  a  splendid 
place  for  the  boys  to  play  games  during 
the  long  winter  months,  and  their  play 
here  is  directed  by  the  low  grade  teach- 
er, who  acts  as  athl^'tic  director  and 
coach,  and  arranges  for  outside  games 
between  the  different  School  teams 
and  teams  frjm  town. 

At  the  start  cf  thu  School  term  last 
Fall,  Mrs.  Emma  Dahl  had  charge  of 
high  grades  of  companies  A,  B  &  D,  unlii 
relieved  in  March  by  the  writer.  Mr. 
L.  E.  Stanley  taught  the  low  grades  of 
the  three  larger  companies  during  the 
entire  term,  and  Mrs.  Edythe  Johnson 
taught  the  Company  C  boys  as  in  the 
preceding  two  years.  These  Company 
C  boys  comprise  a  group  ranging  from 
eight  to  twelve  years  of  age,  from 
thirty  to  forty  in  number,  and  they  are 
kept  entirely  segregated  from  the  older 
and  more  experienced  boys.

High  Grade  Teacher 
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Manual  Training  Department 

Unlikt  the  ordinary  manual  training  course  as  generally  tftught,  all  of  our 
work  is  practical  construction,  and  is  varied  so  that  eacli  boy  by  applying 
himself  will,  during  his  stay  here,  be  as  well  or  even  better  fitted  to  take  up 
carpentry  as  one  who  has  served  two  or  three  years'  apprenticeship.  In  this 
department  the  boys  are  taught  carpentry,  cabinet  work,  general  repairing, 
painting,  some  detail  drawing,  and  general  lathe  work,  in  which  each  boy  aets 
some  instruction  and  those  who  have  f.ny  abili'y  at  all  in  this  line  j^et  all  the 
more  i-itricate  cuts  to  fit  them  for  arything  that  can  be  done. 

Everything  except  the  brick  ouildings  on  the  kfrounds  are  built  by  the  boys  of 
this  department,  all  furniture  used  at  the  institution  is  made  here,  and  all 
kinds  of  repairing  and  glaz'ng  done  by  the  carpenter  shop  boy.- .  The  more  im- 
portant items  of  work  performed  d-iring  the  past  year  are  listed  below,  minor 
repair  jobs  not  being  included:

Built  work  bench  fur  auto  shop. 
Built  new  nest  boxes  for  poultry  houses. 
Laid  3300  sq.  ft.  of  sidewalk  to  new  buildings. 
Built  poles  and  set  up  antenna  for  boys'  radio.

Four  kitchen  cabinets  and  cupboards. 
Four  tailor  shop  tables. 
Three  kitchen  tables. 
Two  kitchen  benches. 
One  hospital  instrument  table. 
One  pedestal  for  chapel. 

One  wagon  box  and  four  wagon  tongues  and  four  double-trees. 
One  four  section  filing  cabinet  for  office. 
Two  clothes  racks  and  eighty-four  coat  hangers. 
Thirty  seven  door  and  window  screens  for  new  buildings. 
One  cabinet  for  boys' radio, 
"^'hirteen  new  chairs. 
Eighty-six  new  cane  seats  for  chairs. 

General  repair  and  upkepp 
Painted  four  wagons  and  all  benches  on  grounds. 
Built  and  painted  metal  ceiling  in  three  rooms  of  office  building?. 
Plastered  old  poultry  houses. 

Repaired  and  replaced  all  screens,  doors  and  storm  windows. 
Set  up  kitchen  equipment  and  hung  shades  in  new  buildings. 
Varnished  1240  sq.  ft.  of  floor. 
Paiuted  walls  and  ceiling  of  five  rooms.

E  urine  the  pasi  year,  six  boys  have 
received  trainins  in  printing  in  this 
shop.  Durin[y  the  last  week  in  January 
we  moved  our  type  cases  and  make  up 
stones  into  the  new  shop,  but  did  not 
get  the  presses  moved  until  the  latter 
part  of  March.  We  are  now  well  set- 
tled in  the  new  quarters,  and  it  is  avast 
improvement  over  the  old  sliop  There 
is  more  than  twice  as  much  room,  doin^j 
away  with  much  of  the  confusion  of 
the  old  small  shop,  and  the  absence  of 
vibration  when  the  presses  are  running 
makes  it  considerably  more  ploasant. 
There  is  much  better  light  both  on  the 
cases  and  on  the  presses,  and  consider- 
able more  room  oround  the  presses. 

There  is  no  printing  instructor,  the 
more  experienced  boys  showing  the 
new  ones  what  they  hive  learned,  and 
what  supervision  and  direction  thai  is 
necessary  coming  from  the  undersignefl. 
Our  chief  work  each  month  is  to  get 
"The  Boys'  Messenger"  out,  which 
takes  two  boys  working  all  day  about 
three  weeks  to  set  up  (by  hand)  print 
and  distribute  again,  and  prepare  for 
mailing.  This  paper  gives  all  the  In- 
stitution news,  with  detail  notes  writ- 
ten by  various  boys.  Twelve  hundred 
copies  are  printed  each  month,  our 
mailing  list  now  being  nearly  one 
thousand,  including  parents  and  rela- 
tives of  boys  here,  various  County  and 
State  officials,  and  ethers  interested  in 
the  Institution. 


Our  equipment  consists  of  a  power 
rotary  press  and  a  small  job  press.  Our 
body  type,  which  has  been  in  use  for 
eleven  years,  is  nearly  worn  out,  and 
should  be  replaced  with  new  body  type. 
We  also  need   a  little  more  job  type. 

All  the  printing  needed  by  the  institu- 
tion is  done  here,  in  addition  to  getting 
out  the  paper,  the  foUowing  bein^;  a 
list  of  job  work  turned  out  in  the  past 
year:

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Tailor  Shop 


Work  in  the  Tailor  Shop  during  the 
past  year  has  been  considerably  broken 
up  due  to  changes  of  instructors.  Mr. 
Terry  Walsh  was  in  charge  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  but  resitined  in  Sep- 
tember and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  John 
Souhrada.  Mr  Souhrada  resigned  in 
February  and  for  about  six  weeks  the 
shop  was  without  an  instructor  until  the 
undersioned  took  charge  about  the  mid- 
dle of  March. 

The  Tailor  Shop  wus  moved  to  the 
spacioiis  new  quarters  about  the  middle 
of  February,  and  the  improvements  in 
working  conditions  maKe  it  possible  to 
turn  out  more  and  better  work  and  un- 
der considerably  more  healthy  condi- 
tions. The  new  shop  is  more  than  twice 
as  large  as  the  old  one,  has  excellent 
light  on  three  sides,  stays  cool  in  the 
summer,  and  has  an  abundance  of  ?helf 
space.  A.  stock  rooui  partitioned  off  at 
one  corner  is  an  added  feature  that  is  a 
great  improvement. 

All  the  clothes  worn  by  ihe  boys  are 
made  in  this  department,  and  (»very  boy 
who  is  paroled  is  measured  and  a  new 
suit  made  for  him.  All  boys'  clothing 
is  inspected  each  week  when  it  comes 
from  the  laundry,  all  necessary  mend 
iug  and  repairing  done  and  all  worn  ou 
articles  replaced  with  new.  All  house 
hold  linens,  etc.,  are  made  in  the  shop 

About  eight  boys  are  regularly  em 
ployed  here.  The  total  supplies  pur 
chased  for  the  tailor  shcp  in  the  pas 
year  amounted  to  $2,600.00,  and  the  fol
